THE  WORLD 


The  surface  of  the  earth  consists  of  land  and  water,  but  there 
is  much  more  water  than  land. 

The  largest  division  of  land  is  a CONTINENT  and  the  largest 
division  of  water  an  OCEAN. 


THERE  ARE  FIVE  CONTINENTS,  Viz. : 

1.  America.  3.  Asia.  5.  Oceania. 

2.  Europe.  4.  Africa. 

Europe,  Asia  and  Africa  are  often  termed  the  Old  WORLD. 
America  is  called  the  New  World  because  it  is  only  about  400 
years  since  Columbus  discovered  it. 


THERE  ARE  FIVE  OCEANS,  Viz.  : 

The  Atlantic,  between  America  on  the  one  side  and  Europe 
and  Africa  on  the  other. 

‘‘  Pacific,  between  America  and  Asia. 

Indian,  south  of  Asia. 

“ Arctic,  around  the  North  Pole. 

“ Antarctic,  around  the  South  Pole. 


A Map  is  a picture  of  the  Earth,  or  a part  of  it  on  a plain 
surface.  The  upper  part  of  a map  is  North  ; the  lower, 
South  ; the  right  hand  side,  East  ; the  left  hand  side,  WEST. 
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IMPORTANT  fiEOGRAPHICAL  DEFINITIONS. 


Aborigines—The  first  inhabitants  of  a 
country. 

AfQuent—  A stream  that  flows  into  another ; 
tributary. 

Antipodes — People  who  live  on  opposite 
sides  of  the  earth,  having  the  feet  directly 
opposite  to  ours. 

Archipelago— A sea  on  the  east  of  Greece ; 
a sea  containing  many  islands. 

Atmosphere — ^The  air  which  surrounds 
the  earth. 

Aurora  Borealis — A streaming  light  ori- 
ginating in  the  polar  heavens;  Northern 
Lights. 

Avalanche— A slip  of  snow  from  the  side 
of  a mountain. 

Axis— An  axle;  an  imaginary  straight  line 
passing  through  the  centre  of  the  earth. 

Basin — A territory  drained  by  a river  and  its 
tributaries;  a small  arm  of  the  sea. 

Bay — An  inlet  of  the  sea. 

Beach— The  land  adjoining  a sea  or  lake, 
washed  by  the  tides  and  waves. 

Bluff— A high  bank  overlooking  a sea,  lake, 
or  river. 

Bog — Wet,  spongj"  ground,  containing  large 
quantities  of  vegetable  matter. 

Bore— The  front  of  a tidal  wave  ascending 
a river. 

Cape— A point  of  land  running  out  into  the 
sea ; a headland. 

Cascade— A small  waterfall. 

Cataract— A great  waterfall,  as  Niagara 
Falls. 

Cereal— Grain,  as  wheat,  rye,  barley  and 
rice. 

Channel— A passage  of  water  connecting 
two  seas. 

Climate— The  general  condition  of  the 
weather,  especially  in  respect  to  heat, 
moisture  and  salubrity. 

Coast— The  part  of  a country  which  lies  near 
the  sea. 

Colony— A settlement  in  a new  country. 

Commerce— Trade ; buying  and  selling. 

Continent— A large  body  of  land,  as  North 
America. 

Crater— The  mouth  of  a volcano. 

Creek — A brook ; a small  bay. 

Current— A stream  of  water  or  air. 

Cyclone— A violent  hurricane,  moving  in  a 
great  circle. 

Delta — An  alluvial  tract  of  land  enclosed 
between  the  different  channels  at  the 
mouth  of  certain  rivers,  as  the  Delta  of 
the  NUe. 


Desert— A barren  region.  Deserts  are  usu- 
ually  caused  by  scarcity  of  rain,  or  by  the 
presence  of  a large  proportion  of  salt  in 
the  soil. 

Doldrums— A sea  term  for  the  region  of 
calms  in  tropical  seas.  They  are  much 
dreaded  by  mariners. 

Downs— The  name  given  to  the  rounded 
hills  in  the  south  of  England. 

Dune— Sand  hills  formed  by  the  wind. 

Earthquake— A shaking  of  the  Earth’s 
surface.  Violent  earthquakes  are  attend* 
ed  by  upheavels,  depressions  and  rents 
in  the  ground.  They  are  most  common 
tropical  countries. 

Empire— A country  ruled  by  an  emperor; 
a number  of  countries  united  under  one 
sovereign,  as  the  British  Empire. 

Emporium— A commercial  city. 

Equator— A great  circle  passing  round  the 
Earth  east  and  west,  equi-distant  from  the 
poles,  and  dividing  the  Earth’s  surface 
into  northern  and  southern  hemispheres. 

Estuary— The  mouth  of  a riyer,  or  the  part 
affected  by  the  tide. 

Exotic— A plant  introduced  from  abroad. 

Exports  —Goods  sent  out  of  a country. 

Fauna— The  animals  of  a given  country. 

Firth— An  arm  of  the  sea,  as  the  Firth  of 
Forth. 

Flora— The  plants  of  a given  country. 

Geyser— An  Icelandic  word  applied  to  the 
boiling  springs  of  Iceland. 

Glacier— A large  mass  of  ice  and  snow 
which  moves  down  the  more  elevated  val- 
leys of  snow-covered  mountains.  The 
Alps  are  noted  for  glaciers. 

Gulf— An  inlet  of  the  sea. 

Harbour— A small  inlet  of  the  sea,  contain- 
ing safe  anchorage  for  vessels. 

Hemisphere— Half  a sphere  or  ball.  The 
Earth  is  divided  by  the  equator  into  the 
northern  and  southern  hemispheres. 

Horizon— The  circle  which  bounds  the  view, 
where  the  earth  and  sky  seem  to  meet,  is 
called  the  sensible  horizon.  A great  cir- 
cle parallel  with  this,  dividing  the  Earth 
into  upper  and  lower  hemispheres,  is 
called  the  rational  horizon. 

Iceberg*— A large  mass  of  ice  often  found 
floating  in  polar  seas.  Icebergs  rise  from 
60  to  200  feet  above  the  water,  and  about 
seven-eighths  of  their  bulk  are  submerged. 

Imports— Goods  brought  into  a country 
from  abroad. 

Island— A portion  of  land  surrounded  by 
water.  Islands  are  said  to  be  continental 
when  they  are  near  a continent,  and 
pelagic  when  in  mid  ocean. 
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Istiimn?;--A  narrow  strip  of  land  conn ect- 
iny  countries,  os  t!ie  IstJimus  of  Panama. 

Lag*00:‘:  A callow  portion  of  salt  water 

separated  from  tlie  sou  bjk'  a beach  or  reef. 
Leyooiis  vviohin  coral  reefs  are  common 
among-  the  islands  in  the  I’acilic. 

Latitude — Distance  from  the  eq.iiator, 
me.-isured  in  degrees  on  a meridian.  It  is 
eitiier  north  or  south,  and  cannot  exceed 
90°.  The  ancients  supposed  the  Earth’s 
measurement  was  much  greater  from  east 
to  west  than  from  north  to  south. 

Lianos-  A term  applied  to  the  level  treeless 
plains  in  the  basin  of  the  Orinoco  in 
.South  Africa. 

Long'itude  - Distance  east  or  west  from  the 
first  meridian,  measured  in  degrees.  The 
highest  longitude  is  1C0°. 

Meridian— An  imaginarv  line  passing  from 
pole  to  pole,  and  cutting  the  equator  at 
right  angles. 

Monarchy — A government  in  which  the 
supreme  power  is  lodged  in  one  person, 
as  in  Russia. 

Monsoon— A periodical  wind  of  India,  blow- 
ing half  the  year  from  the  north-east  and 
the  other  half  from  the  south-west. 

Mountain— Any.  great  elevation  of  the 
Earth’s  surface  above  the  general  level. 

Oasis-;'A  fertile  spot  in  a desert. 

Ocean — A vast  body  of  salt  water  separat- 
' ing  contiJients. 

Oceania  or  Oceanica — A term  applied 
to  the  islands  of  the  Pacific  Ocean,  taken 
collectively. 

Pampas— The  treeless  plains  between  the 
Rio  de  La  Plata  and  the  .Andes,  in  South 
America.  They  are  covered  with  tall  grass. 
Vast  herds  of  wild  cattle  and  horses  roam 
over  the  pampas. 

Peninsula— A portion  of  land  nearly  sur- 
rounded by  water,  as  Nova  Scotia. 

Plain— A level  open  country. 

Plateau— An  elevated  plain ; a table-land. 

Pole— The  extremities  of  the  Earth’s  axis 
are  called  the  poles— ^/le  north  pole  and 
the  south  pole. 

Prairie— A term  applied  to  the  grass-covered 
plains  in  the  basin  of  the  Mississippi, 

Promontory-3  A high  cape;  a headland. 

Province— A coloiy ; a dependency ; origi- 
nally a country  obtained  by  conquest. 


Reef— A rocky  ridge  near  the  surface  cf  the 
water. 

Republic-  -A  state  or  country  in  which  the 
officers  of  the  government  are  elected  by 
the  people.  - * 

River  -A  large  stream  of  water  flowing  over 
the  lan<i. 

Savanna— A vast  plain,  destitute  of  trees, 
and  covered  with  grass. 

Sea— A large  hod}'  of  salt  water. 

Silvas  -The  name  given  to  the  forest  plains 
/in  the  basin  of  the  .\may.on. 

Shore— The  land  bordering  on  the  sea. 

Simoon— A hot,  sulfocating  wind,  which 
blows  over  the  desert.s  of  Arabia. 

Sirocco — A hot  wind  blowing  from  Africa 
to  the  southern  shores  of  Europe. 

Sound— A narrow  and  shallow'  passage  of 
water. 

Steppes—A  name  given  to  the  plains  of 
Northern  Asia. 

Strait — A narrow  passage  of  water  joining 
two  larger  portions. 

Tornado — A violent  wind,  usually  of  short 
duration,  and  confined  to  narrow  limits. 

Tropic— A term  applied  to  two  circles,  one 
23°  28'  north  of  the  equator,  called  tne 
Tropic  of  Cancer,  and  the  other  23°  28' 
south,  called  the  Tropic  of  Capricorn. 
They  mark  the  limits  of  the  sun’s  declina- 
tion* north  and  south.  The  sun  is  never 
vertical  beyond  the  tropics. 

Typhoon— A term  applied  to  the  hurricanes 
occurring  .in  the  south-east  of  Asia  and 
the  adjacent  islands. 

Valley — A hollow'  betw'een  hills  or  moun- 
tains. 

Volcano— A burning  mountain. 

Water-shed — A ridge  of  land  from  which 
streams  flow  in  opposite  directions. 

Whirlpool — A circular  motion  of  water 
caused  by  the  meeting  of  opposite  cur- 
rents. The  Maelstrom  is  a celebrated 
w'hirlpool  on  the  coast  of  Norway. 

Whirl  wind— A rotatary  wind.  Whirlwinds 
at  sea  produce  waterspouts. 

Zone — A belt  extending  around  the  Earth. 
The  tropics  and  polar  circles  divide  the 
Earte’s  surface  into  five  zones — the  torrid^ 
the  north  ie^ri'perate,  south  temperate^, 
north  frigid^  south /rigid.
